They showed up in droves, and then they wait- 
ed. And waited. And waited. 

There haven’t been many “Where were you 
when ... ?” soccer moments in Chicago. World 
Cup matches at Soldier Field (men’s in 1994, 
women’s in 1999) are in the running. But right 
up there was Lionel Messi’s first competitive 
match on American soil. 

Fans flocked to the lakefront Friday in an- 
ticipation of the five-time FIFA Ballon d’Or 
winner leading Argentina against Panama in a 
Copa America Centenario group play match. 
Only days earlier had Messi been cleared to 
play; he had been fighting a back injury 

For the first 60 minutes of the match, all 
fans could do was cheer whenever the super- 
star appeared on the video board sitting on 
the bench (six times by this reporter’s count), 
awaiting his manager’s word to warm up. 

Finally, in the 6ist minute, Messi got the 
call. He did not disappoint, scoring three 
goals in 19 minutes, each more beautiful than 
the last. 


68th minute 

Sometimes you get lucky and make the oppo- 
nent pay. Pouncing on a loose ball after the ref- 
eree missed an obvious handball by one of his 
teammates, Messi calmly blasted one into the 
left side of the net from near the penalty spot. 

78th minute 

Taking a free kick to the goalkeeper’s left 
about 20 yards out, Messi curled one with his 
left foot over Panama’s leaping wall and into 
the top right-hand corner of the net. You feel 
bad for the goalie, truly He had no chance 
whatsoever. 

87th minute 

This goal is one you’ll see replayed for decades 
to come. CoUecting the ball in the middle of the 
box, he used his right foot to gracefully muscle 
through a tackle before depositing it past two 
more closing defenders and into the net. 

One of the perks of the United States host- 


ing the Copa America for the first time is 
that it gives fans here a glimpse of this hemi- 
sphere’s best soccer players suiting up in actu- 
al competition. Until this year, the 28 -year-old 
Messi had played only in exhibition matches 
stateside. 

The attendance figures paint an 
almost stunning picture. Friday’s 
match drew 53,885 fans, dwarf- 
ing the 39,642 who showed up 
for the Americans’ game against 
Costa Rica on Tuesday That’s 
the power of Messi, whose soccer 
jersey is the most sought-after on 
the planet, even 5,000 miles away 
from his home country. 

Few athletes have ever com- 
manded a following of that mag- 
nitude, and in most cases just a single name 
suffices: Ali. Tiger. Jordan. 

In terms of his skill set, think Patrick 
Kane on the soccer pitch, though that barely 
scratches the surface. 

Revel in this the next time you see him play: 


One of the most annoying aspects of soccer is 
the embellished injuries. Not to say Messi has 
never flopped to try to induce a favorable call. 
But YouTube some of his mind-boggling goals 
in which he shakes defender after defender on 
a blistering rush upheld and a pattern emerg- 
es: Even at about 5-foot-7 and 150 
pounds, he’s almost impossible 
to knock off the ball. 

Most of Messi’s finest mo- 
ments have occurred with his 
club team in Spain, which might 
as well be on Jupiter as far as 
casual American sports fans are 
concerned. This month, they 
have no such excuse. If you have 
a ticket to one of Argentina’s 
remaining matches in this tour- 
nament, count yourself lucky If not, do your 
best to get to a TV as the action unfolds. 

Why take my word for it when you can see 
for yourself?

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AT LEAST 50 DEAD AFTER ATTACK ON GAY NIGHTCLUB

ORLANDO, Fla.— It had been an evening 
of drinking, dancing and drag shows. After 
hours of revelrj^ the partygoers crowding the 
gay nightclub known as the Pulse took their 
last sips before the place closed. 

That’s when authorities say Omar Mateen 
emerged, carrying an AR-15 and spraying the 
crowd with bullets. Witnesses said he fired re- 
lentlessly— 20 rounds, 40, then 50 and more. 
In such tight quarters, the bullets could hardly 
miss. He shot at police. He took hostages. 

When the gunfire finally stopped, 50 peo- 
ple were dead and dozens critically wounded 
in the deadliest mass shooting in modern U.S. 
history Mateen died in a battle with SWAT 
team members. 

At least 53 people were hospitalized, most 
in critical condition as of Sunday afternoon, 
officials said. A surgeon at Orlando Regional 


Medical Center said 
the death toll was Hke- 
ly to climb. 

Authorities immedi- 
ately began investigat- 
ing whether the assault 
was an act of terrorism 
Omar Mateen probing the back- 

ground ofMateen, a 29-year-oldAmerican citi- 
zen from Fort Pierce, Fla., who had worked as 
a security guard. Mateen’s ex-wife said that his 
family was from Afghanistan but that he was 
born in New Tbrk. His family later moved to 
Florida. 

His father recalled that his son recently got 
angry when he saw two men kissing in Miami 
and said that might be related to the assault. 

A law enforcement official said the gunman 
made a 911 call from the club in which he pro- 
fessed allegiance to the leader of the Islamic 


State. The official was familiar with the in- 
vestigation but was not authorized to discuss 
the matter pubficly and spoke on condition of 
anonymity 

The gunfire started at Pulse around 2 a.m. 

“Some guy walked in and started shooting 
everybody He had an automatic rifle, so no- 
body stood a chance,” said Jackie Smith, who 
had two friends next to her get shot. “I just 
tried to get out of there.” 

Pulse posted on its Facebook page around 
2 a.m.: “Everyone get out of Pulse and keep 
running.” Just before 6 a.m., the club posted an 
update: ‘As soon as we have any information, 
we win update everyone. Please keep everyone 
in your prayers as we work through this tragic 
event. Thank you for your thoughts and love.” 

Suspect under investigation 

Authorities were looking into whether the at- 
tack was an act of domestic or international 
terrorism, and if the shooter acted alone, ac- 


cording to Danny Banks, an agent with the 
Florida Department of Law Enforcement. 

The previous deadliest mass shooting in the 
U.S. was the 2007 attack at VirginiaTech, where 
a student killed 32 people before killing himself 
Mateen’s father, Seddique Mir Mateen, told 
NBC News about his son seeing the men kiss- 
ing a couple of months ago. 

“We are saying we are apologizing for the 
whole incident,” Seddique said. “We are in 
shock like the whole country” 

Mateen had in 2013 made inflammatory 
comments to co-workers, and he was inter- 
viewed twice, FBI agent Robert Hopper said. 
He called those interviews inconclusive. 

In 2014, Hopper said, officials found that 
Mateen had ties to an American suicide bomb- 
er. He described the contact as minimal, saying 
it did not constitute a threat at the time. 

When asked if the gunman had a connec- 
tion to radical Islamic terrorism. Hopper said 
authorities had “suggestions that individual 
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OBAMA, CANDIDATES SPEAK OUT ON *ACT OF TERROR* 


Parsons i losangeles times 
President Obama said the FBI is taking the 
lead on investigating the worst terrorist at- 
tack on U.S. soil since 2001, calling the slaugh- 
ter in Orlando, Fla., on Sunday an act of hate. 

“No act of terror or hate will change who 
we are,” Obama said in a televised address 
Sunday at the White House. 

Obama urged Americans to pray for the 
victims and their families and put an empha- 
sis on reacting with love and unity 

“In the face of hate and violence, we will 
love one another. We will not give in to fear 


or turn against each other,” he said. “Instead, 
we will stand united, as Americans, to protect 
our people, and defend our nation, and to 
take action against those who threaten us. 

Obama spoke as federal and state agencies 
scrambled to investigate the gunman, who 
was later identified as Omar Mateen, a U.S. 
citizen. 

“What is clear is this was a person filled 
with hatred,” Obama said. 

Obama was briefed on the attack, the 
deadliest mass shooting in modern U.S. histo- 
ry, early Sunday morning at the White House. 


After previous mass shootings and terror- 
ist attacks, Obama typically has waited before 
speaking in public, giving law enforcement 
and intelligence agencies more time to deter- 
mine what happened before addressing the 
nation. 

But more recently, particularly after the 
Dec. 2 massacre of 14 people in San Ber- 
nardino by a terrorist couple, Obama has 
tried to appear earlier to caution Americans 
against a rush to judgment and to encourage 
tolerance. 

His appearance in the White House brief- 


ing room followed pofitical commentary and 
criticism on social media and on Sunday TV 
talk shows as the terrorist incident inevitably 
spilled into the presidential campaign. 

Donald Trump, the presumptive Republi- 
can presidential nominee, blamed “radical Is- 
lamic terrorism” in a tweet and asked, “When 
will we get tough, smart and vigilant?” 

Hillary Clinton, the presumptive Demo- 
cratic nominee, was more circumspect.

Mateen’s father said the attack had nothing 
to do with religion, he said. 

Mateen purchased at least two firearms le- 
gally within the last week or so, according to 
Trevor Velinor of the Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms. 

State records show that he had held a fire- 
arms license since at least 2011. It was set to 
expire in 2017. 

A SWAT truck and a bomb-disposal unit 
were on the scene of an address associated 
with Mateen on Sunday in a residential neigh- 
borhood of Fort Pierce, Fla., about 118 miles 
southeast of Orlando.

Relatives and friends, many in tears, gathered 
outside the hospital Sunday to learn the fate 
of loved ones. 

Smith did not know the conditions of her 
wounded friends. She came out of the hospi- 
tal and burst into tears. 

Christine Leinonen drove to Orlando at 
4 a.m. after learning of the shooting from a 
friend of her son Christopher Leinonen, 32, 
who was at Pulse and was missing. She had not 


heard from her son and feared the worst. 

“These are nonsensical killin gs of our chil- 
dren,” she said, sobbing. “They’re killing our 
babies!” 

A woman who was outside the club early Sim- 
day was trying to contact her 30 -year-old son, 
Eddie, who texted her when the shooting hap- 
pened and asked her to call police. He told her 
he ran into a bathroom with other club patrons 
to hide. He then texted her: “He’s coming.” 

“The next text said: ‘He has us, and he’s in 
here with us,”’ Mina Justice said. “That was 
the last conversation.” 

A bartender said she initially thought the 
gunshots were music. But after a second shot, 
there was a pause, followed by more shots. 
That’s when Tiffany Johnson reafized some- 
thing was wrong. 

Johnson said people dropped to the ground 
and started running out of the club. She ran 
to a fast-food restaurant across the street and 
met one of her customers who let her get in 
his car. They drove away 

Clubgoer Rob Rick said a bouncer knocked 
down a partition between the club area and an 
area where only workers are allowed. People 
were then able to escape through the back of 


the club. 

Christopher Hansen said he was in the VIP 
lounge when he heard gunshots. He continued 
to hear shooting even after he emerged and saw 
the wounded being tended across the street. 

“I was thinking. Are you kidding me?’ So I 
just dropped down. I just said, ‘Please, please, 
please, I want to make it out,’ ” he said. ‘And 
when I did, I saw people shot. I saw blood. 
You hope and pray you don’t get shot.” 

Security, support in Chicago 

In the immediate aftermath of the attack, po- 
lice departments across the country stepped 
up patrols in neighborhoods frequented by 
the LGBT community 

Chicago Police spokesman Anthony 
Guglielmi said Sunday afternoon that First 
Deputy Superintendent John Escalante had 
ordered more officers to monitor Lakeview’s 
19th District. Guglielmi also said people 
should expect to see a larger police presence 
downtown, particularly near CTA stations, as 
well as more traffic enforcement. 

The move was also in response to reports 
that authorities in Santa Monica, Calif, ar- 
rested a man whose car was full of rifles and 


chemicals for explosives. The man claimed to 
be heading to the Los Angeles Pride parade, 
according to Tribune Newspapers. 

Chicago police said Sunday that there was 
no credible threat on LGBT communities 
here, but Escalante ordered the extra security 
“out of an abundance of caution.” 

Earlier in the day. Mayor Emanuel and lead- 
ers of Chicago’s LGBT community pledged 
support for victims of the attack and spoke 
out against the violence. 

“Last night’s horrifying act of terrorism in 
Orlando was an attack on our most funda- 
mental values as Americans,” Emanuel said in 
a statement. “On behalf of the city of Chica- 
go, Amy and I send our deepest condolences 
to the friends and family members of those 
who were lost. June is a time when all Chi- 
cagoans and all Americans proudly celebrate 
the contributions of our LGBT community 
This horrendous violence will only deepen 
our resolve to continue building a society that 
values everyone, regardless of who they love. 
The thoughts and prayers of Chicago will re- 
main with the victims of this attack as they 
seek comfort and courage in the days ahead.”
